Dedication 


The  Selectmen  of  the  Town  of  Warner  are  pleased  and  Honored  to  dedicate 
the  1998  Town  Report  to  Ralph  C.  Kemper,  who  exemplifies  the  true 

meaning  of  service  to  one's  country 

and  community. 


Ralph  was  born  and  raised  in  the 
Kansas  City,  Missouri  area.  After 
graduating  from  North  Kansas  City 
High  School,  Ralph  entered  Park 
College  and  after  one  year  trans- 
ferred to  San  Jose  State,  where  he 
earned  his  degree.  After  college, 
Ralph  enlisted  in  the  Navy  and  was 
accepted  into  Officer's  Candidate 
School  and  spent  the  next  32  years 
serving  his  country  in  duty  assign- 
ments of  increasing  responsibility. 
During  his  distinguished  Naval  career,  Ralph  was  twice  awarded  the  Legion 
of  Merit,  one  of  our  nations  highest  military  awards.  He  retired  from  the 
Navy  in  1983  with  the  rank  of  Captain,  and  moved  to  Warner  in  1987. 

He  quickly  became  involved  in  community  activities,  first  serving  on  the 
School  District  Budget  Survey  Committee,  and  then  the  School  Budget 
Committee.  In  1992,  Ralph  became  a  Selectman  and  in  addition  to  the 
official  duties  that  go  with  the  job,  he  became  the  carpenter,  painter, 
electrician,  gardener,  janitor,  cook  and  bottle  washer  for  the  Town  build- 
ings. In  1997,  Ralph  took  the  leadership  position  in  leading  the  drive  to 
develop  and  present  to  voters  the  requirements  for  a  New  Highway  Mainte- 
nance Facility.  After  approval  by  the  Town  Meeting,  he  along  with  Dick 
White  and  Allan  Brown  spent  almost  every  waking  hour  attending  to  the 
details  of  making  it  a  reality.  He  also  served  6  years  as  the  Selectmen's 
Representative  to  the  Planning  Board.  Ralph  has  also  been  very  involved 
with  other  community  affairs  including  3  years  as  an  Executive  Board 
Member  of  the  Historical  Society;  3  years  as  a  Director  and  2  years  as 
President  of  the  Warner  Men's  Club;  a  Trustee  of  the  Mt.  Kearsarge  Indian 
Museum  and  numerous  positions  with  the  United  Church  of  Warner 
including  Chairman  of  the  Diaconate  and  Chairman  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees.  In  all  of  these  endeavors,  his  behind  the  scene  service  will  never 
be  adequately  documented.

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Selectmen's  Report 

1998  was  to  say  the  least,  a  challenging  one  for  your  Board.  We  started  out 
the  year  with  a  very  destructive  ice  storm,  which  caused  massive  damage  at 
higher  elevations  and  then  followed  with  heavy  rains  and  road  washouts  in 
the  spring.  Our  cleanup  efforts  and  our  summer  roadwork  were  severely 
impacted  by  the  excavator  having  numerous  breakdowns  and  being  in  the 
shop  for  repair.  In  spite  of  this,  we  ended  the  year  by  spending  approxi- 
mately $35,000.  less  than  appropriated.  The  real  good  news  is  that  revenues 
were  approximately  $188,000.  more  than  projected.  We  were  also  honored 
by  the  N.H.  Municipal  Association,  when  we  were  selected  as  the  first  place 
winner  in  the  Annual  Town  Report  Contest. 

During  the  year  we  had  some  personnel  changes  with  Dan  Lavoie  and 
Varick  Proper  leaving  the  Transfer  Station  and  Marc  Morgan  and  Paul 
Fouliard  taking  their  places.  In  October,  Scott  Leppard  joined  the  Police 
Department  as  our  fourth  full-time  Officer.  The  Highway  Department 
moved  into  their  new  facility  in  January  and  as  time  is  available  they  are 
proceeding  with  developing  storage  areas  for  sand,  culverts,  etc.  The 
Transfer  Station  addition  was  completed  in  late  summer  and  our  ability  to 
process  more  recyclables  has  dramatically  improved.  A  small  parking  lot 
was  built  at  the  old  graded  school,  and  this  has  helped  tremendously  on  the 
parking  for  others  visiting  the  building. 

For  the  past  twelve  years  I  have  had  the  honor  of  serving  as  the  Chairman  of 
the  Board.  I  feel  very  fortunate  that  I  had  Lynn  Bean,  Jack  Hunt  and  Ralph 
Kemper  to  work  with,  and  I  can't  heap  enough  praise  on  all  of  our  Town 
employees,  Elected  and  Appointed  Officials  and  volunteers. 

With  the  backing  of  the  taxpayers,  we  have  made  numerous  improvements 
to  our  community  that  makes  us  the  envy  of  many  towns  of  similar  size. 
On  the  following  page  I  have  listed  many  of  the  improvements  that  have 
helped  make  this  Town  a  great  place  to  live.  As  we  approach  the  new 
millennium,  my  hope  is  that  we  continue  to  move  forward  with  the  same 
spirit  of  cooperation  as  we  have  in  the  past.  Thank  you  all  for  your  encour- 
agement and  kindness.

1998  was  a  very  busy  year  for  the  Budget  Committee  with  bi-weekly 
meetings  starting  almost  immediately  after  the  1998  Town  Meeting.  Our 
primary  focus  for  this  year  has  been  developing  the  compensation  survey 
questionnaire  to  gather  comparable  data  from  other  Towns  on  what  they 
paid  certain  key  Town  positions. 

This  questionnaire  development  process  has  turned  out  to  be  far  more 
complex  and  taken  far  longer  than  anyone  on  the  Committee  would  have 
imagined.  While  our  intent  was  to  develop  the  survey  and  gather  the  data  in 
time  for  its  use  in  developing  and  evaluating  the  1999  Budgets,  I  am  sorry 
to  report  this  was  not  accomplished.  Our  current  plans  are  to  finalize  the 
survey  content  prior  to  the  1999  Town  Meeting  and  send  the  survey  out  in 
the  April  -  May  1 999  time  frame. 

In  addition  to  the  compensation  survey  meetings,  the  Committee  also  held 
meetings  with  the  Selectmen  to  get  updates  on  the  budget  status  on  a 
quarterly  basis.  We  also  received  presentations  from  the  Police  Chief  on 
preliminary  plans  for  the  new  police  facility  and  the  Road  Agent  on 
significant  expenditures  for  replacement  equipment  and  a  potential  new 
sand/salt  facility  need. 

The  Committee  would  like  to  thank  Barbara  Marty  for  taking  the  tedious 
and  unglamorous  job  as  the  Committee's  Clerk  on  a  volunteer  unpaid  basis 
for  the  past  two  years.  Thank  you  Barbara  for  all  your  hard  work.

It  is  with  regret  that  I  accept  the  resignation  of  former  Chief  Paul  Violette 
from  the  Fire  Department,  he  will  be  greatly  missed.    Paul  served  from 
August  5,  1963  to  August  5,  1998  a  total  of  35  years  of  service  with  12 
years  as  Chief  of  the  Department.  Thank  you,  Paul  for  your  years  of  service 
to  the  Warner  Fire  Department. 

Dan  Fisher  joined  the  Department  this  year  and  completed  an  EMT  Course. 
Bob  Havey  completed  a  Certified  Firefighter  I  Course  this  year.  Both 
courses  take  1 80  Hours+  to  complete  and  are  done  with  no  pay. 

I  would  like  to  thank  all  Departments  for  their  continued  support  of  the  Fire 
Department.  I  think  Warner  has  one  of  the  best  working  relationships 
between  Departments  in  the  area.

Once  again  Spring  and  early  Summer  brought  heavy  rains  and  cold,  damp, 
cloudy  days.  As  in  the  past,  we  knew  it  wouldn't  last  but  we  had  our 
doubts.  Finally  the  rains  stopped,  the  sun  came  out,  and  things  dried  out! 

And  did  it  ever!  This  dryness  lasted  long  into  Fall  and  early  Winter.  With 
the  lack  of  snow  cover  normally  seen  this  time  of  year,  I  was  giving  out 
burning  permits  the  weekend  of  Christmas.  With  everyone  using  care  and 
caution,  we  had  only  five  brush  or  grass  fires  and  two  non-permit  fires. 

Early  in  1998  we  experienced  an  ice  storm,  which  caused  severe  damage  to 
the  forests  of  New  Hampshire.  This  damage  created  a  greater  potential  fire 
hazard,  as  well  as  safety  hazards  to  many  areas  of  the  State.  We  need  your 
assistance  in  preventing  wildfires  in  these  hard  hit  areas  and  throughout  the 
State.  If  you  need  assistance  or  information  dealing  with  ice  damaged 
woodlands,  please  call  1-800-444-8978. 

The  State  of  New  Hampshire  operates  15  fire  towers,  2  mobile  patrols  and  3 
contract  aircraft  patrols.  This  early  detection  and  reports  from  citizens  aid 
in  the  quick  response  from  local  fire  departments.  This  is  a  critical  factor  in 
controlling  the  size  of  wildland  fires  and  keeping  the  loss  of  property  and 
suppression  costs  as  low  as  possible. 

Once  again  I  would  like  to  thank  the  people  of  Warner  for  doing  their  part  to 
help  prevent  forest  fires.  I  would  also  like  to  thank  Deputy  Warden  Paul 
Violette  for  his  many  years  of  service  with  the  Forestry  Service.  Paul  has 
been  a  Special  Deputy  Warden,  Fire  Warden  and  Deputy  Warden  for  3 1 
years.  On  August  5,  1998  Paul  resigned  his  post  as  Deputy  Warden,  stating 
that  his  present  job  requirements  leave  him  with  no  time  for  forestry 
training  and  other  forestry  related  activities. 

I  wish  Paul  good  luck,  and  will  miss  his  worthy  advice,  but  know  he  will 
lend  a  hand  if  needed.

The  Warner  Police  Department  experienced  a  4%  decrease  in  overall  calls 
for  service,  however,  a  20%  increase  in  traffic  activity,  assaults  and 
drug/alcohol  related  crimes. 

We  have  received  positive  feedback  regarding  our  1998  D.A.R.E.  (Drug 
Abuse  Resistance  Education)  program  at  Simond's  Elementary  School  and 
Officer  Ronald  Carter  continues  to  teach  D.A.R.E.  to  the  fifth  grade  classes. 

The  Town  of  Warner  has  hired  a  fourth  full-time  Police  Officer  as  a  result  of 
last  years'  Federal  Grant  that  was  received  by  this  Department.  Officer 
Scott  Leppard  was  hired  in  September  of  1998.  He  was  previously  a  full- 
time  Patrolman  in  the  Town  of  Boscawen. 

We  are  currently  in  the  process  of  hiring  one  part-time  Police  Officer  for 
1999.  With  the  addition  of  these  two  Police  Officers,  we  hope  to  continue  to 
increase  our  Police  presence  and  availability  to  our  community.

1 .)    Request  for  funds  with  reference  to  fleet  management,  to 
replace  our  1994  Police  Cruiser.

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Highway  Department  Report 

1998  started  out  with  a  severe  ice  storm  that  caused  power  outages  and  road 
closures.  That  one  storm  caused  weeks  of  additional  work  for  the  Depart- 
ment, cutting  trees  and  cleaning  up  the  storm  damage.  We  also  had  a  small 
amount  of  flooding  in  the  spring.  We  received  Federal  and  State  reimburse- 
ment for  all  but  12.5%  of  the  damages  for  both  events. 

The  Town  decided  not  to  fund  the  replacement  of  the  excavator  at  the  Town 
Meeting.  By  not  replacing  it  or  adding  funds  to  repair  it,  I  had  to  delete  and 
change  the  work  schedule  for  the  year  in  order  to  make  necessary  repairs. 
As  it  was  out  of  service  for  a  portion  of  the  work  season  we  rented  another 
excavator  or  just  didn't  do  the  jobs  that  it  was  needed  on. 

We  will  be  requesting  funds  to  replace  the  grader  this  year.  It  is  15  years 
old  and  with  40  miles  of  gravel  roads  and  a  snow  plow  route,  it  is  a  very 
important  piece  of  equipment  in  our  Department. 

The  State  of  NH  changed  the  gravel  pit  laws  and  caused  us  to  close  all  the 
small  gravel  pits  that  we  have  in  the  past  depended  on.  The  new  laws  make 
it  impossible  to  be  cost  efficient,  to  open  a  small  pit  or  even  keep  an 
existing  one  in  use. 

The  highway  crew  built  an  addition  on  the  Transfer  Station,  and  a  new 
parking  lot.  We  also  built  five  sander  hangers  out  of  steel  and  did  earth 
work  at  the  new  shop  so  we  would  have  a  place  ready  to  store  them.  The 
driveway  and  parking  lot  at  the  new  facility  were  paved.  Also  at  the  new 
highway  facility  a  site  is  being  prepared  for  a  sand/salt  shed  in  the  future. 

We  constructed  a  new  parking  area  at  the  C.A.P.  building  for  the  staff  to 
help  reduce  the  congestion  in  the  front  parking  area  and  a  skateboard  area 
was  constructed  and  paved  at  Riverside  Park.  The  sand  fill  for  the  skate- 
board park  was  donated  by  Fred  and  Tammy  Hill. 

Silver  Lake  Dam  had  some  valve  rods  replaced  and  we  rebuilt  the  platform 
that  is  used  to  operate  the  valves.  A  fire  ramp  was  added.  Some  trees  were 
removed  that  were  growing  too  close  to  the  dam  structure  per  the  State's 
request.  The  Lake  was  drained  and  the  back  of  the  dam  was  inspected  and 
cleared  of  debris.  The  dam  has  had  little  maintenance  on  it  and  is  need  of 
some  serious  work. 

I  would  like  to  remind  everyone,  that  there  is  a  winter  parking  ban.  You 
cannot  park  in  or  beside  the  Town  roads  in  the  winter  as  it  hampers  winter 
snow/ice  removal.  We  have  experienced  several  severe  ice  storms.  This 
Department  maintains  70  miles  of  roads  in  the  winter.  In  a  severe  ice  storm 
we  are  forced  to  back  sand  the  road.  It  takes  almost  15  hours  of  sanding  to 
get  to  the  last  of  the  out-lying  roads.  The  sandpit  is  on  the  Poverty  Plains 
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Road,  that  is  a  10  mile  trip  one-way  to  the  Melvin  Mills  area.  Some  storms 
use  about  one  load  per  mile,  if  your  road  is  glare  ice  the  chances  are  that  all 
the  roads  are  in  the  same  condition.  Your  patience  at  times  like  this  is 
greatly  appreciated! 

I  would  like  to  thank  Ralph  Kemper  and  Dick  White  and  the  highway  crew 
for  all  their  hard  work

Library  Director's  Report  1998 

1998  was  a  year  of  improvements  and  new  experiences  at  the  Library.  In 
June  we  started  using  the  computer  to  check  books  in  and  out,  which  has  led 
to  improved  ability  to  tell  people  what  is  on  the  shelf,  and  made  it  easier  to 
reserve  or  renew  books  and  other  items.  If  you  have  not  already  had  your 
borrower's  card  updated  with  a  barcode,  please  do  stop  by  soon  to  do  so. 

Thanks  to  the  NH  State  Library,  we  are  now  able  to  access  some  major 
Reference  databases  via  the  Internet  for  you.  This  includes  EBSCO  host 
periodicals  indexes;  Galenet's  Biography  and  Genealogy  Master  Index,  and 
Contemporary  Authors;  and  Wilson  Web's  Library  Literature.  This  allows 
us  to  get  text  of  articles  either  on  the  spot  or  very  quickly  by  fax  or  email. 

For  children,  we  were  lucky  to  receive  a  grant  from  PlusTime  NH  to  start  an 
afterschool  activities  program  in  October  once  a  week  for  grades  1-5.  The 
response  was  overwhelming,  and  we  had  to  restrict  registration  to  the  first 
45.    Attendance  has  been  over  34  students  per  session.  This  program  would 
not  have  been  possible  without  tremendous  help  from  the  staff  at  Simonds 
School,  dedicated  volunteers  Chris  Stevens,  Suzanne  Solomon  and  others, 
as  well  as  all  of  the  regular  library  staff  and  Program  Coordinator  Linda 
Hartman.  If  we  are  going  to  continue  this  effort  in  1999-2000,  we  will  need 
both  physical  and  financial  support,  as  the  Grant  was  a  first-year  only  event. 
Please  contact  us  if  you  are  interested  in  helping  this  year  or  next.

The  Library  conducted  a  total  of  175  programs,  attended  by  a  total  of  2709 
people: 

Children's  programs  include  our  regular  storytimes  for  3  year-olds,  4-6  year- 
olds,  Head  Start,  Kearsarge  Children's  Center,  and  summer  programs  for 
elementary  school  children.  We  participated  in  the  State-wide  children's 
summer  program  theme  which  was  "Live  Free  and  Read".  This  included  a 
"kick-off"  co-sponsored  by  the  Warner  PTO  featuring  musician  Skip  Gorman. 
Promotion  of  reading  by  grades  4  &  5  included  the  Great  Stone  Face  program. 

For  adults,  the  book  discussion  group  continues,  as  does  the  "Lunch  at  the 
Library"  series,  in  coordination  with  the  Kearsarge  Senior  Activities  Program. 
All  are  welcome  to  these  programs.  Pooch  Baker  kindly  gave  many  free  sign 
language  classes,  and  we  also  held  a  very  popular  series  of  exhibits  of  arts  and 
crafts  by  local  people,  which  will  continue  in  1999.  Other  programs  for  adults 
included  NH  Furniture  Masters  by  Ted  Blachly,  and  of  course  the  Annual 
Holiday  Open  House  in  December  with  music  and  a  storyteller.  In  1999,  we 
hope  to  host  a  series  of  readings  by  local  authors. 

The  Library's  Frank  Maria  Meeting  Room  is  being  used  regularly  by  groups 
of  all  ages  (an  average  of  4.5  times  a  week,  for  a  total  of  235  times  in  1998). 
The  room  is  available  free  of  charge  for  the  use  of  any  public  non-profit 
Warner  group,  any  day  of  the  week,  and  includes  a  35"  TV  with  a  VCR.  To 
book  the  room,  please  call  456-2289,  or  stop  in. 

The  Library  has  now  purchased  passes  to  the  Museum  of  NH  History  in 
Concord,  and  the  Museum  of  Fine  Arts  in  Boston.  These  are  in  addition  to  the 
Christa  McAuliffe  Planetarium  Pass,  funded  by  the  Warner  Woman's  Club, 
and  a  pass  to  "America's  Stonehenge"  in  N.  Salem.  The  passes  are  available 
for  any  Warner  resident  or  library  card  holder. 

Additions  to  the  furnishings  in  1998  included  more  book  shelves  upstairs,  and 
a  beautiful  glass  sided  display  case  built  by  Ted  Blachly,  funded  in  part  by 
Warner  Fall  Foliage  Festival,  Inc.  New  equipment  included  computers  for  the 
circulation  system  and  public  catalog.  In  1999  we  expect  to  upgrade  the  public 
access  computers  and  get  ready  for  the  year  2000. 

In  closing,  I  wish  to  extend  a  big  thank  you  as  always,  to  all  the  trustees  and 
volunteers  who  donated  hours  of  general  help  to  the  library  in  1998,  especially 
Liz  Young,  Fern  Lampron,  "Shep"  Bartlett,  Suzanne  Solomon,  Chris  Stevens, 
Marge  Richardson,  Linda  Hartman  and  Pooch  Baker.  Our  warm  thanks  also  to 
the  many  volunteers  who  ran  the  Fall  Foliage  Festival  Booksale,  helped  with 
children's  programs,  put  barcodes  on  books,  put  up  seasonal  decorations, 
organized  the  winter  holiday  program,  made  refreshments,  and  participated  in 
the  Town's  "Festival  of  Trees"  display.  If  you  are  interested  in  volunteering 
for  future  activities,  please  contact  the  Library!

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Emergency  Management  Report 

All  of  us  were  affected  by  the  weather  disasters  of  1998.  In  January  we 
were  hit  with  the  worst  ice  storm  in  many  years.  This  resulted  in  downed 
trees  and  wide  spread  power  outages.  To  assist  residents  without  power,  the 
Town  Hall  was  opened  as  a  Red  Cross  shelter.  Then  in  June,  heavy  rain 
caused  excessive  flooding.  Because  of  the  damage  incurred  from  these 
disasters,  the  Federal  Government  initiated  a  Federal  Declaration,  allowing 
the  Town  and  residents  to  receive  disaster  assistance. 

Warner  also  participated  in  the  largest  natural  disaster  exercise  ever  de- 
signed, a  hurricane  that  affected  all  New  England  States  as  well  as  the  three 
Provinces  of  Canada.  This  exercise  included  all  Town  departments  and 
caused  us  to  activate  our  Emergency  Operation  Center.  Many  thanks  to  all 
that  participated. 

We  continue  to  participate  in  the  Emergency  Management  Assistance 
Program.  During  1998,  we  received  $8,470.  in  reimbursements  for  emer- 
gency management  activities.  We  also  received  a  $600.  hazardous  material 
grant  to  conduct  a  hazardous  material  exercise  with  the  Capital  Area  Fire 
Compact's  Hazardous  Material  Team  and  area  fire  departments. 

The  Year  2000  (Y2K)  computer  problem  or  the  "Millennium  Bug"  has 
received  much  publicity.  We  have  heard  prediction  for  failures  in  our 
nation's  infrastructure,  from  utilities  to  banking.  Public  officials  as  well  as 
business  and  industry  must  conduct  internal  audits  to  verify  that  their 
systems  will  not  fail.  Now  is  the  time  for  all  of  us  to  address  any  potential 
problems,  not  January  1,  2000. 

I  would  like  to  thank  Donna,  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  the  Town  office  staff, 
and  all  Town  Departments  for  your  support  and  cooperation  during  the  year.

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Planning  Board  Report 

In  1998  the  Planning  Board  approved  2  minor  subdivisions,  approved  1 
site  plan,  recorded  1  lot  line  adjustment  and  4  voluntary  lot  mergers. 
Much  of  our  attention  this  past  year  has  been  directed  toward  long  term 
planning  for  the  future  of  Warner. 

After  working  for  years  to  develop  the  Capital  Improvements  Plan 
(CIP)  the  process  is  beginning  to  work  as  intended.  The  Capital 
Improvement  Plan  is  the  Planning  Board's  tool  required  by  State  law 
for  determining  the  growth-related  share  of  capital  costs  which  may  be 
charged  to  developers  as  impact  fees.  The  CIP  is  intended  to  assist 
Warner  Selectmen  and  the  Budget  Committee  in  developing  an  annual 
budget  for  the  Town  with  growth  management  in  mind.  The  CIP 
consists  of  six  year  cost  projections  from  each  Town  Department  for 
large  capital  expenditures  in  excess  of  $10,000.  As  each  department 
head  makes  a  list  of  anticipated  capital  improvements  for  six  years,  he 
is  forced  to  prioritize  long-term  needs.  After  receiving  department  lists 
of  requested  improvements,  the  Planning  Board  prioritizes  requests 
across  all  departments  and  submits  Planning  Board  recommendations  to 
the  Selectmen.  The  Capital  Improvements  Plan  is  a  flexible  document, 
which  can  change  as  situations  and  conditions  demand. 

Much  time  and  energy  has  been  spent  this  year  by  the  Planning  Board's 
subcommittee  charged  with  updating  Warner's  Master  Plan.  In  1997  a 
Master  Plan  survey  was  sent  out  to  1226  households  with  260  returned 
for  a  response  rate  of  21%.  Concern  for  the  protection  of  Warner's 
natural  environment  rated  highest  among  survey  responses.  Based  on 
the  results  of  the  survey,  the  Master  Plan  Committee  has  developed  new 
goals  and  objectives  for  the  updated  Warner  Master  Plan.  At  monthly 
meetings  the  committee  has  expanded  the  narrative  on  Warner's  history, 
developed  chapters  on  Population  and  Economics,  Housing  and  done 
extensive  work  on  the  sections  Natural  Resources  and  Land  Use. 
Warner  can  thank  the  expertise  from  interested  townspeople  who  have 
contributed  their  time  and  hard  work  to  this  updated  Master  Plan.  We 
believe  it  will  be  a  model  for  the  State. 

In  1998  under  the  direction  of  the  Planning  Board  a  special  committee 
created  a  Telecommunications  Tower  Ordinance  which  restricts  those 
facilities  to  certain  areas  of  Town. 

Recently  a  dedicated  group  of  townspeople  has  spent  time  and  effort 
producing  new  regulations  to  be  voted  on  regarding  manufactured 
housing  (mobile  homes).  The  new  regulations  designate  specific  areas 
in  Warner  where  manufactured  housing  can  be  located  in  parks  de- 
signed for  that  purpose. 
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As  this  year  comes  to  a  close  there  has  been  a  great  deal  of  discussion 
at  Planning  Board  meetings  about  the  expansion  of  commercial 
business  in  residential  zones.  Just  as  townspeople  have  come  forward 
in  1998  and  converted  their  concerns  to  action  to  create  telecommuni- 
cation ordinances  and  new  manufactured  housing  regulations,  your 
concerns  can  become  the  initiative  for  change.  Warner  is  happily  still  a 
small  Town  where  one  person  with  an  idea  can  make  a  difference.

Whether  you  donated  to  the  barn  sale,  picked  up,  washed,  ticketed  or  sold 
quality  recycled  merchandise,  worked  on  collections  on  Tuesdays  or 
Saturdays,  maintained  the  flower  gardens,  planted  the  window  boxes, 
collated  the  newsletter,  baked  for  election  day  sales,  or  researched  and 
measured  cellar  holes  you  deserve  a  hearty  applause! 

A  variety  of  programs  were  held  this  year  at  various  locations.  A  book 
signing  with  Alderic  Violette's  History  of  the  Merrimack  County  Telephone 
Company  was  held  in  January.    February's  cross  country  ski  was  canceled 
due  to  the  ice  storm.  In  May  we  had  readings  from  Civil  War  letters  both 
from  the  home  front  and  battlefield.  June  put  us  on  the  road  to 
Brownington,  Vermont  to  visit  the  site  of  Andrew  Twilight's  Old  Stone 
House  Museum.  Sweet,  Red,  Hot  &  Sassy  entertained  us  on  the  Simond's 
lawn  for  our  annual  summer  concert.    A  wedding  was  held  at  the  Lower 
Warner  Meeting  House  in  August.  September  opened  our  exhibit,  "Thirty 
Years  of  Collecting",  to  help  celebrate  our  30th  Anniversary  and  our  Annual 
Meeting.  October  found  us  listening  raptly  to  Katharine  Brown  talking 
about  the  history  of  her  house  and  the  families  on  School  House  Lane  and 
the  road  to  Henniker.  Jere  Henley  shared  with  us  the  100  year  history  of  the 
Kearsarge  Insurance  Agency.  December  found  us  decorating  our  tree  at  the 
Town  Hall  and  visiting  with  Santa  Claus  during  the  Town  Holiday  Party. 

The  Stone  Structures  Committee  was  active  over  the  winter  researching 
cellar  holes  and  the  families  that  lived  in  the  Joppa  section  of  Warner.  In 
the  fall  we  measured  and  photographed  foundations  in  Joppa  and  Katharine 
Brown's  at  School  House  Lane. 

The  Bagley  Bridge  Committee  has  been  at  a  standstill  waiting  to  meet  with 
Arnold  Graton  to  look  at  the  remains  of  the  Bagley  Bridge  stored  in 
Ashland.  That  meeting  was  accomplished  on  January  2,  1999.    Mr.  Graton 
will  look  at  the  two  locations  we  are  considering  and  give  us  his  opinion  as 
to  the  potential  cost  of  the  project. 

The  collection  of  Simond's  material  in  our  archives  has  been  examined  by 
members  of  the  Simonds  Alumni  Committee  to  be  used  in  a  video  for  the 
reunion.  Our  main  emphasis  this  next  year  will  be  mounting  an  exhibit  for 
the  grand  reunion  scheduled  in  July.  This  promises  to  be  a  very  exciting 
event  for  those  families  who  attended  Simonds  and  many  of  them  will  be 
visiting  from  out  of  Town. 

This  year  the  Society  sold  mugs,  trivets,  key  rings,  magnets  and  bookmarks 
with  images  of  the  Dalton  and  Waterloo  Covered  Bridges  as  a  new 
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fundraising  endeavor.  These  will  be  available  on  an  on-going  basis  at  the 
Main  Street  House  and  the  Town  Clerk's  Office. 

The  collections  committee  received  many  items  this  year  ranging  from 
notebooks  and  folders  about  the  history  of  Camp  Newton,  Charlie  Brown's 
large  painting  of  Main  Street,  large  framed  photographs  of  Deacon  &  Mrs. 
John  Clement  along  with  several  other  donations. 

The  house  is  open  every  Tuesday  afternoon  from  1:00  -  4:00  pm  and 
Saturdays  10:00  to  noon  from  Memorial  Day  through  Columbus  Day  and 
by  appointment.    Tammy  Hill  is  our  very  capable  Office  Manager  and 
checks  the  phone  messages  frequently.  Our  archives  contain  information 
about  genealogy,  vital  records,  history  of  houses,  photos,  scrapbooks,  etc. 
Let  us  know  if  you  need  information  or  would  like  to  make  a  donation. 
We  can  be  reached  at  456-2437,  PO  Box  189  or  E-mail  at  historical@conknet.com. 
Our  newsletters  are  located  at  the  Pillsbury  Free  Library  and  Town  Clerk's 
Office  or  become  a  member  at  the  individual  level  ($10),  family  ($15)  or 
contributing  ($30).    Look  for  our  web  site  later  this  year  and  we  hope  you 
will  join  us  at  a  program  meeting!

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Trustees  of  Town  Cemeteries 

The  Trustees  of  the  Town  Cemeteries  are  responsible  for  the  maintenance, 
repair  and  improvements  to  the  30  cemeteries  in  the  Town.  Some  of  these 
are  small  family  plots  located  in  presently  undeveloped  sections  of  Warner, 
as  well  as  the  30  acre  New  Waterloo  Cemetery  located  on  Route  103  West 
of  Town. 

The  combination  of  interest  from  perpetual  care  trust  funds  and  money  from 
the  Town  allows  us  to  hire  a  part-time  custodian,  pay  the  American  Legion 
for  annual  spring  clean-up  work  before  Memorial  Day  and  to  pay  for  small 
maintenance  jobs  that  must  be  hired  out  to  individuals. 

The  1998  Town  Meeting  approved  the  use  of  funds  from  the  New  Waterloo 
Cemetery  Capital  Reserve  Fund  for  improvements  at  that  cemetery.  Jeffrey 
A,  Evans  of  South  Sutton  completed  a  survey  with  existing  boundaries, 
roads  and  lots  mapped  to  scale.  In  August  the  Trustees  marked  out  new  lots 
in  about  one  third  of  the  cemetery  and  these  were  test  bored  by  Capitol  Well 
of  Concord.  This  created  approximately  50  new  lots  that  are  now  available 
for  sale.  Additional  lots  will  be  marked  and  test  bored  in  1999. 

John  Davis  of  Warner  was  awarded  the  contract  to  mow  the  cemeteries  this 
year.  His  option  to  renew  for  another  year  was  subsequently  approved  in 
November. 

The  annual  spring  clean-up  of  the  cemeteries  was  held  on  April  26th.  The 
Trustees  did  tree  trimming  and  general  pickup  in  the  New  Waterloo  and 
Davisville  cemeteries.  Lots  have  also  been  sold  in  both  cemeteries.  This 
year  "Clean-Up  Day"  will  be  on  Sunday,  April  25,  1999.  We  welcome  all 
volunteers  to  be  ready  at  7:30  A.M.  with  the  necessary  items:  rake,  gloves, 
bug  repellent  and  drinking  water.  The  first  work  site  will  be  announced 
later  this  year. 

The  American  Legion,  John  Davis  and  all  our  volunteers  are  to  be  com- 
mended for  their  fine  and  faithful  care  of  our  cemeteries.  The  condition  in 
which  we  keep  them  is  a  reflection  of  our  respect  for  the  past  and  a  measure 
of  our  ongoing  commitment  to  the  well-being  of  our  community.

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Chandler  Reservation  Committee 

The  Chandler  Reservation  Committee  worked  actively  on  several  projects 
during  the  past  year. 

One  project  was  the  assessment  of  damage  from  last  winters  ice  storm.  In 
one  area  behind  the  Old  Ski  Tow,  there  was  considerable  forest  damage  and 
a  timber  salvage  operation  has  been  planned  for  the  winter  of  1998  - 1999. 
This  operation  will  require  a  substantial  snow  cover  and  as  of  this  writing, 
that  has  not  happened.  Other  areas  of  the  reservation  were  affected  in 
varying  amounts  and  are  being  reviewed  for  quantities  of  salvageable 
timber  and  also  accessibility.  Some  areas  affected  by  the  storm  are  remote 
and  very  difficult  to  access  reasonably. 

Improvements  to  the  so-called  "Weaver  Road",  off  Howe  Lane,  were 
completed  in  late  summer.  Many  years  ago,  50  or  so,  an  existing  wagon 
road  was  improved  to  allow  trucks  to  haul  sawed  lumber  from  a  portable 
mill  set  up  adjacent  to  the  first  landing  along  the  road.  Some  of  the  old 
sawdust  pile  from  this  mill  can  still  be  found  to  the  right  side  of  this 
clearing.  About  4  years  ago,  the  old  road  was  re-constructed  and  since  then 
has  held  up  quite  well.  This  year,  crushed  gravel  was  placed  on  the  upper 
part  of  the  road  and  will  now  better  accommodate  rain,  storm  runoff  and 
trucking.  There  has  been  one  recent  timber  sale  that  utilized  this  road.  It 
handled  the  heavy  trucks  well  and  proved  that  it  will  be  a  valuable  asset  to 
future  management  of  the  Reservation.  Access  for  fire  suppression  was 
another  reason  the  decision  was  made  to  improve  this  road. 

This  past  fall,  Committee  members  along  with  the  consulting  forester  have 
been  re-marking  the  Reservation  boundaries.  The  paint  from  the  re- 
marking in  1988  was  found  to  have  held  up  better  in  some  areas  than  others. 
Also  at  the  same  time,  Global  Positioning  System  (GPS)  coordinate  and 
boundary  data  is  being  gathered  as  the  perimeter  of  the  Reservation  is 
traversed.  A  thank  you  goes  to  Ron  Piroso  who  helped  gather  the  GPS  data 
during  one  of  the  outings.  The  Committee  welcomes  anyone  who  would 
like  to  tour  the  forest  with  the  group.  Just  contact  any  Committee  Member 
for  information  on  the  next  planned  activity. 

Hiking  Trail  Maps  are  available  at  the  Town  Clerk's  Office  as  well  as  at  the 
Selectmen's  Office  during  regular  business  hours.  Committee  members  are: 
Richard  M.  Cutting,  Gerald  B.  Courser,  John  R.  Hill  and  Allison  P.  Mock.

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Conservation  Commission  Report 

Mount  Kearsarge,  the  floodplains  of  the  Warner  River,  the  Mink  Hills,  and 
Tory  Hill  Meadow;  the  beauty  and  quality  of  Warner's  natural  environment 
make  it  a  privilege  to  serve  on  the  Conservation  Commission.  Our  respon- 
sibility is  to  work  for  the  protection  of  these  irreplaceable  resources.  All  of 
these  lands  are  important  to  every  aspect  of  our  community  life.  Timber 
harvesting  provides  jobs  and  financial  resources  to  landowners  and  the 
Town;  most  of  us  enjoy  the  recreational  benefit  of  having  a  place  to  fish, 
hunt,  bird  watch,  snowmobile,  ski  or  just  walk  in  the  woods;  all  of  these 
areas  help  to  provide  clean  water  and  habitat  for  our  native  wildlife;  and  the 
aesthetic  beauty  of  our  natural  surroundings  is  valued  by  everyone.  We 
invite  all  Warner  residents  to  work  with  us  to  protect  our  natural  resources 
and  ensure  that  our  children's  children  enjoy  the  same  beauty  and  quality 
that  we  do  today. 

In  1 997  the  Conservation  Commission  undertook  an  in-depth  natural 
resource  inventory  and  planning  project  for  the  Willow  Brook  Watershed. 
This  was  funded  in  part  by  a  Grant  from  the  New  Hampshire  Department  of 
Environmental  Services.  This  project  was  completed  in  1998  and  the  final 
report  is  now  available  at  Town  Hall  and  at  the  Pillsbury  Free  Library.  The 
completion  of  this  project  involved  not  only  the  time  of  a  project  coordina- 
tor, paid  for  by  the  Grant,  but  also  over  450  hours  of  donated  time  by 
Commission  members.  Special  thanks  go  to  Commission  member  Ted  Diers 
for  all  of  his  work  producing  computer  generated  maps  enabling  us  to  more 
easily  share  this  information  with  other  Town  Officials  and  residents. 

The  Conservation  Plan  developed  as  part  of  this  project  contains  several 
recommendations  that  the  Commission  will  be  working  on  in  upcoming 
years.  In  the  future  we  hope  to  undertake  similar  projects  in  the  rest  of  the 
Town's  watersheds. 

As  part  of  the  Willow  Brook  Project  we  presented  three  public  programs  in 
1998.  In  January,  a  presentation  was  given  by  the  Society  for  the  Protection 
of  New  Hampshire  Forests  on  "Good  Forestry  in  the  Granite  State"  a  recent 
publication  for  landowners  and  professionals  interested  in  sustainable  forest 
management  practices.  In  April,  David  Carroll  and  Rich  Cook  combined 
efforts  for  a  program  on  the  reptiles  and  amphibians  of  Warner  that  included 
a  visit  to  some  local  vernal  pools.  We  also  hosted  a  May  bird  and  wild- 
flower  walk  in  the  Willow  Brook  Watershed. 

As  the  Willow  Brook  Project  has  wound  down  we  are  beginning  another 
exciting  project.  The  Conservation  Commission  has  applied  for  and 
received  a  Grant  of  $6,800  from  the  John  F.  and  Dorothy  H.  McCabe 
Environmental  Fund  to  support  the  creation  of  the  Warner  Information 
Transfer  System.  The  Conservation  Commission  will  work  with  the 
Pillsbury  Free  Library  to  place  a  computer  in  the  library  that  will  provide 
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access  to  natural  resource  information  about  Warner  and  New  Hampshire. 
We  hope  to  have  this  system  set  up  in  the  fall  of  1999. 

During  the  past  year  members  of  the  Commission  assisted  in  the  Warner 
Master  Plan  revision.  We  have  provided  general  natural  resource  informa- 
tion as  well  as  developing  Town  specific  information  of  the  important 
natural  resources  of  Warner. 

The  Commission  also  serves  as  a  local  resource  for  those  planning  to  do 
work  in  any  wetland,  lake,  pond,  river  or  stream.  All  work  of  this  type 
requires  a  State  Wetlands  Permit.  We  are  available  to  provide  technical 
assistance  prior  to  applying  for  such  a  permit. 

The  Conservation  Commission  has  also  continued  to  work  on  land  conser- 
vation. Thanks  to  the  generosity  of  Nancy  Nemec  and  Alan  and  Carol 
McCausland  we  have  obtained  two  additional  conservation  easements  to 
add  to  the  one  previously  donated  by  Damon  Carter.  These  lands  along 
with  other  State  and  private  protected  lands  in  Warner  will  form  the 
foundation  of  open  lands  that  will  help  to  protect  our  forestry  resources, 
water  quality,  wildlife,  recreation  opportunities  and  quality  of  life.  In 
upcoming  years  we  look  forward  to  working  with  other  landowners 
interested  in  investing  in  Warner's  future.  If  you  would  like  to  learn  more 
about  land  conservation  options  available  to  private  landowners,  please 
contact  any  of  the  Commission  members  listed  below.

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Warner  Transfer  and 
Recycling  Station  Report 

The  Transfer  Station  has  seen  many  changes  this  year.  Dan  Lavoie  left  the 
Towns'  employment  to  start  his  own  business  and  Varick  Proper  took  a  new 
job.  We  wish  them  the  best  of  luck  in  their  new  endeavors  and  thank  them 
for  all  their  years  of  service  to  the  Town.  We  welcome  Marc  Morgan  the 
new  attendant  and  Paul  Fouliard  as  his  assistant. 

The  new  addition  on  the  recycling  building  has  uncluttered  the  main 
building  and  has  made  it  easier  to  sell  full  loads  of  the  same  materials.  The 
parking  area  was  enlarged  to  help  the  flow  of  traffic.  Care  must  be  taken  to 
park  within  the  lines  of  the  parking  spaces,  so  the  through  lanes  are  kept 
open.  An  additional  bailer  has  sped  up  the  processing  of  materials. 

The  1998  Gross  Annual  Tonnage  (G.A.T.)  was  set  at  1600  tons.  The  Town 
delivered  124.97  tons  over  the  G.A.T.  totaling  1724.97  tons  for  the  year. 
The  G.A.T.  is  set  for  1999  at  1600  tons  at  $36.50.  This  is  $1.50  lower  than 
last  year. 

There  are  a  few  concerns  we  have  at  the  facility,  we  do  not  accept  tires  with 
rims  on  them.  Have  the  rims  removed  prior  to  bringing  them  to  the  atten- 
dants. Please  for  your  own  safety,  do  not  climb  in  or  on  the  metal  dumpster. 
There  is  a  danger  of  falling  or  just  getting  hurt  with  sharp  steel.  As  we  want 
to  encourage  you  to  take  things  from  the  facility,  we  need  you  to  do  it  in  a 
safe  and  reasonable  manner. 

Recently  I  had  the  opportunity  to  empty  the  contents  of  the  household  trash 
dumpster  and  I  was  amazed  at  the  amount  of  recyclables  that  are  still  being 
thrown  away!  Although  the  tipping  fee  has  dropped,  it  is  still  in  your  best 
interest  to  recycle  as  much  as  possible. 

There  has  also  been  many  changes  in  the  trash  business  since  we  opened  in 
October  of  1989.  As  the  training  season  approaches,  we  will  be  attending 
classes  on  some  of  these  changes  to  see  if  we  can  use  them  to  better  our 
facility. 

Please  have  a  valid  Transfer  Station  Sticker  on  your  vehicle,  in  plain  sight. 
Remember  that  there  are  some  materials  by  law  that  we  are  not  allowed  to 
receive.  If  you  have  questions,  the  attendants  will  be  glad  to  help  you. 

Please  go  through  the  recycle  building  and  take  what  you  want.

Over  the  past  twenty  years,  the  Kearsarge  Valley  Community  Action 
Program  has  been  the  focal  point  of  social  service  delivery  in  this  area, 
providing  help  when  needed  to  the  income  eligible  and  elderly,  as  well  as 
to  the  community  at  large. 

As  perhaps,  you  are  aware,  Community  Action  Program  Belknap- 
Merrimack  Counties,  Inc.  generates  funds  through  the  mobilization  of 
available  Federal,  State  and  local  monies.  Support  for  the  local  Area 
Center  is  derived  from  a  combination  of  Federal  appropriations  and  local 
tax  dollars.  This  combination  allows  the  Kearsarge  Valley  Community 
Action  Program  to  provide  a  variety  of  services  to  the  residents  of  your 
community,  from  the  development  of  programs  which  meet  local  needs,  to 
outreach,  referral  and  direct  assistance. 

In  1 998  we  served  1 ,428  Congregate  Meals  to  53  people  and  provided  Fuel 
Assistance  to  46  households;  273  people  received  up  to  three  days  of  food 
from  the  Emergency  Food  Pantries,  17  people  received  1,683  Meals-On- 
Wheels;  CAP  Transportation  provided  2,674  rides  to  20  people,  USDA 
Commodity  Foods  totaling  $  1 ,476.43  which  consists  of  canned  goods  were 
given  out  through  the  Food  Pantry,  8  children  received  services  from  Head 
Start  and  the  Senior  Companion  Program  provided  1 040  hours  of  visitation 
to  homebound  elderly  people.  1  income  eligible  senior  citizen  was  em- 
ployed through  the  Senior  Companion  Program  and  34  people  received 
407  packages  of  food  through  the  Commodity  Supplemental  Food  Pro- 
gram. 4  Grants  totaling  $528.92  assisted  7  people  under  the  Neighbor 
Helping  Neighbor  Fund;  1  household/3  people  received  assistance  through 
the  Weatherization  Program  and  WIC  (Women,  Infants  and  Children) 
issued  423  vouchers  to  35  people.  The  services  provided  to  the  Town  of 
Warner  in  1998  totaled  $144,768.19. 

The  staff  of  the  Kearsarge  Valley  Area  Center  wish  to  thank  you  and  the 
Town  of  Warner  for  your  past  support.  With  your  continued  interest,  we 
will  be  able  to  continue  to  provide  needed  services  to  the  members  of  your 
community.

Again,  our  fields  and  facilities  enjoyed  a  high  level  of  operation  in  1998  - 
sports  involved  included:  baseball,  softball,  swimming,  football,  soccer, 
animal  tracking,  orienteering,  ski/archery  and  skate  boarding  (I  think  that's 
all  of  them).  Thanks  to  all  of  the  volunteer  members  of  Warner  Youth 
Sports  for  a  very  productive  season,  it  was  an  outstanding  effort  received  by 
the  children  of  "our"  Town. 

Bagley  Field  entertained  the  annual  summer  soccer  camp  program  -  Major 
League  Soccer  Camp,  Inc.,  which  attracted  many  of  Warner's  youth,  as  well 
as  the  popular  fall  program  already  in  place.  Our  fields  at  Bagley  are  the 
envy  of  surrounding  Towns! 

Silver  Lake  recreation  area  treated  many  children  and  adults  to  swimming 
and  picnicking  facilities  during  those  hot  summer  months.  The  Red  Cross 
swim  program  took  place  in  July  and  was  very  popular  with  approximately 
70  children  participating.  Thanks  to  all  those  responsible  for  the  spring 
clean-up  at  Silver  Lake. 

Riverside  Park  was  host  to  a  variety  of  activities  this  year.  Both  softball  and 
baseball  accomplished  successful  seasons  once  again.  The  Babe  Ruth  and 
Little  League  fields  received  new  fenced-in  areas  around  the  dugouts, 
mainly  through  the  coordination  of  George  Smith  of  Parks  &  Recreation. 
The  infield  of  the  Babe  Ruth  field  was  turned  over,  compacted  and  graded 
due  to  the  efforts  of  Ed  Raymond  using  his  own  equipment — good  job!  The 
Little  League  field  was  also  attended  to — the  infield  was  raked,  depressions 
were  filled  in  and  grass  seed  was  planted.  Many  volunteers  contributed  to 
the  chore,  Thanks!

Department,  Riverside  has  a  new  "Skate  Board  Park".  This  facility  was 
mainly  funded  through  the  "Nancy  Sibley  Wilkins  Trust".  Skate  boarders 
also  contributed  funding,  through  car  washes  as  well  as  out  of  their  own 
pockets.  The  "Park"  has  proved  a  worthwhile  investment,  as  many  as  20 
"boarders"  can  be  seen  there  on  any  given  Saturday  or  Sunday. 

A  new  sprinkler  system  was  installed  at  Riverside  and  is  ready  for  use  in  the 
upcoming  year.  It  will  access  the  Warner  River.  This  project  was  initiated 
by  former  Parks  &  Recreation  member  Hank  Bothfeld  and  will  be  a 
welcome  addition  during  those  dog  days  of  summer. 
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Thanks  to  the  Fall  Foliage  Festival  for  their  continued  support  through 
donations,  and  to  Lori  Terwilliger  for  taking  the  minutes  of  the  monthly 
meetings,  I  know  it's  a  dirty  job  but  someone  had  to  do  it! 

Last  but  not  least,  thanks  to  all  those  volunteers  who  unselfishly  put  in 
their  time  to  make  Warner's  sports  programs  a  winner!

Established  in  accordance  with  State  Law,  the  Central  New  Hampshire 
Regional  Planning  Commission  (CNHRPC)  is  a  voluntary  association  of  20 
Towns  in  Merrimack  and  Hillsborough  Counties  and  the  City  of  Concord. 
The  Town  of  Warner  is  a  member  in  good  standing  of  the  Commission. 

Our  mission  is  to  improve  through  education,  training,  and  planning 
assistance,  the  ability  of  the  municipalities  of  the  region  to  prepare  and 
implement  municipal  plans;  to  prepare  a  plan  for  effective  and  appropriate 
development  and  utilization  of  the  resources  of  the  region;  and  to  assist 
municipalities  in  carrying  out  the  regional  plan. 

The  Commission  provides  a  variety  of  planning  services,  including  tele- 
phone consultations  on  planning  issues;  planning  research;  sample  ordi- 
nances, regulations,  and  planning  documents;  models;  data  and  access  to 
data  sources;  grant  information;  review  and  comment  on  planning  docu- 
ments; development  review;  and  educational  programs.  Membership  also 
entitles  a  community  to  affordable  master  planning  assistance,  GIS  map- 
ping, and  grant  preparation.  During  1998,  our  services  in  Warner  included:

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Warner  Village  Water  District 
Commissioners'  Report 

This  has  been  an  active  year  for  the  District  with  ongoing  maintenance  to 
the  water  system  and  sewage  treatment  plant  as  well  as  negotiating  for  DES 
required  upgrades  to  the  treatment  plant. 

The  District  elected  Charles  Goss  as  Commissioner  at  its  Annual  Meeting, 
replacing  Dave  Hartman.  The  District  would  like  to  thank  Dave  for  all  his 
hard  work  and  dedication  during  the  time  he  served  as  Commissioner. 

The  District  transferred  20  +/-  acres  on  Mink  Hill  Road  to  the  Town  for 
conservation  use,  after  having  been  approved  at  Town  Meeting.  This  land 
abuts  Silver  Lake  and  will  continue  to  protect  the  water  quality  flowing  into 
the  Lake. 

The  improvements  required  by  DES  and  EPA  to  the  treatment  plant  are 
under  way  after  many  delays.  A  new  disinfection  system  is  being  installed 
to  reduce  and  control  the  chlorine  content  of  the  water  discharged  into  the 
Warner  River.  The  rerouting  of  piping  to  the  oxidation  ditches  to  improve 
input  and  output  flows  and  the  raising  of  the  walls  surrounding  the  reed 
beds  to  allow  an  increase  in  the  sludge  handling  capacity  at  the  plant  is  also 
being  done.  This  work  is  being  funded  by  a  Community  Development 
Block  Grant  awarded  to  the  District. 

The  Commissioners  met  with  the  Selectmen  to  discuss  turning  over  the 
ownership  of  the  fire  hydrants  to  the  Town.  The  Selectmen  were  agreeable 
to  the  proposal  and  after  a  public  hearing  voted  to  accept  this  responsibility 
as  of  January  1,  1999. 

The  next  project  to  be  undertaken  by  the  District  will  be  to  replace  water 
and  sewer  lines  on  Kirtland,  Geneva  and  Roslyn  Streets.  These  lines, 
although  currently  providing  adequate  service,  are  part  of  the  original  lines 
installed  100  years  ago,  and  need  to  be  replaced  and  resized  to  provide 
improved  service  to  the  customers  on  these  streets  and  to  the  West  Main 
Street  area.  In  order  to  reduce  inconvenience  to  the  residents  and  to  save  tax 
dollars,  this  project  will  be  planned  and  coordinated  with  the  Town's 
schedule  for  resurfacing  these  streets. 

The  Commissioners  would  like  to  thank  all  of  the  District  personnel, 
Elected  and  Appointed,  for  their  hard  work  and  dedication.  All  are  doing  a 
great  job  for  the  Warner  Village  Water  District  and  are  much  appreciated.
